northwestern seaports to the battle-, 
front of the northeast. 
'The day was Sunday, just 
three 
days after the great push of March 
21 began. 
I was returning to Paris 


after a visit to certain large aviation 
fields in tho neighborhood, and g-ot 
off at this junction for luncheon and 
a change of -cars. Few French trains 
now carry restaurant wagons, 
and 
travelers, except on a few express 
trains, have to carry luncheon bas- 
kets or depend on station buffets. 


Battlefront Expresses. 
I arrived at the junction 
at 11 
o'clock, but I did not take 
the 
2 


o'clock Paris train, as I had planned. 
I stayed In the station all day and all 
evening watching the 
breath-taking 
procession of trains tearing 
north- 
ward to the fight, and the equally 
amazing1 procession of trains rolling 
soutward and bearing the'f.otsam and 
jetsam of battle—wounded and dying 
men, 
despairing refugees, 
damaged 
guns, 
broken 
airplanes. 
French 


trains, Including our'own over there, 
move methodically in blocks called 
marches. They never have any traffic 
tie-ups, and every train has Its-pre- 
scribed place in the marche. Just so 
far ahead or behind the next train. 
It is an excellent system. 
But 
it 
seemed to me that day that the trains 
would certainly telescope 
one 
an- 
other, they came on and on so 'un- 
ceasingly and so close together. 
The trains moving northward "were 


laden with soldiers, horses, guns, alr- 
pjanes, ammunition, ' wagons, 
food, 


supplies of every conceivablfe descrip- 
tion: 
Trainload after traindoad of 


horses, eight to a car, with four men, 
generally asleep on the hay in the 
middle space of the car. The horses, 
beautiful, tragic creatures, going to 
almost certain destruction, wrur.g the 
heart to see. 
They gazed put at the 


flying landscape and the cheering sta- 
tion crowds with big, soft, uncompre- 
hending eyes. 
How I wish we did 
not have to use horses in war. 
Of 
course the lives of men are far more 
valuable, but the men at least know 
why they flfirht and die. 
/ 
Ti-alnloads of Fighting Men. 
Tralnloads of men, so many that 


within an hour I had ceased to count 
them, rolled through that junction. 
Men from England. Frenchmen hur- 
riedly recalled from leave in 
their 


southern homes. 
All ages. 
I saw 
French boys who must have .been 
eighteen, but who looked younger by 
two years, and T saw men who might 
have been grandfathers. 
These old- 


er men do not often .fight. 
They 
serve meals in the trenches and per- 
form other noncombatant 
services. 


All 
France—all—is 
mobilized 
for, 


some kind-of'service. 
Sometimes these troop trains made 
brief stops at our station. Of course, 


j there was a. Red Cross canteen there, 
and I worked with the Fre*nch women 
who were in charge of it, ladling out 
hot 
cofte into mugs, . and 
handing 
thick sandwiches to the 
crowding, 


hungry poilus. Some" of the trains 
had their own kitchens, portable af- 
fairs on flat cars, and when tho train 
stopped the men fairly boiled out of 
the carriages, palls and bowls in hand. 
to get the delicious coup 
prepared 


by the cooks. 
The Red'Cross women 


supplemented the meal with 
sand- 
ivlches and''coffe. at least -when time 
permitted, which was 
not 
often. 
Those troop trains were on their way 
north -with no unnecessary stops. 
More often than not the trains did 
not stop. • Once as a train was rolling 
through the station a. soldier called 
to me asking- for the newspaper 
I 


held in my hand. Of course I.gave it 
to him, sprinting along the platform 
at a livel rate; The next time I saw 
a train coming I ran to the news 
stand and,bought three francs' worth 
of papers, about as many as I could 
carry, and had them ready for rapid 
distribution to the effusive and laugh- 
ing soldiers. 
V. S. A. On These Cars. 
But right In the middle of that ex- 
citing procession of trains came some- 
thing that brought my heart to my 
throat. It was an immensely long 
train of all new cars, painted battle 
gray, with U. S. A. in white letters 
on the side. 
An the cars, dozens and 
dozens of them, were loaded with rail- 
road 
building 
material. 
Portable 
tracks, switches, signals, exactly like 
the expensive and fascinating 
toy 
railroads which children delight fn. 
Steel rails, wooden ties, machinery 
for laying- them, flat,.--.cars, wheels, 
tools and nails, 'and last of all tiny 
little locomotives, two of them to a 
flat car, all American, going to the 
front w.ith .the French and the Eng- 
lish soldiers.'' 
Right behind that train 
of 
cars 
came aother, a shorter one, and this 
was full of brown-clad American en- 
gineers, going up to the front with tho 
allied soldiers, to lay those tracks and 
operate that little narrow-guagre raU- 
road .under gunflre. 
Our own sons. 
That was not all. Tn the middle of 
the afternoon another 
train 
went 
northward_...battle gray, U. S. A. in 
white letters. 
This was a hospital 
train of entirely new cars, the finest 
and roost complete I hr>d ever seen. 
It was a palace on wheels, with every 
conceivable apolianre for the com- 
fort of younded soldiers. There were 
kitchen cars, operating cars. X-ray 
compartments,. cars with beds, cars 
wit hcouches for the sitting- cases. 
Cars for doctors'nnd nurses as well 
as patients. 
Nothing: I had Feen, not 
even men .going into tho trenches, 
brought home to me so sharply tho 
fact thrt wo were in tho war ,n>v1 
wore dele-mined to hold up pur end. 


Great RailrtMul Bnilflrrs. 


"Wo could not hove done it so well 


' had we not, in the last flfty years, 
developed such extraordinary 
rail- 


• road builders and 
operators. 
The 
French- had a railroad syystem ade- 
quate for peace time uses, but when 
war came, and especially after the 
tide of Americax.s began to pour into 
the country, the system had to be 
enormously enlarged. 
It had to be 


planned and organized also, in order 
not to disturb unduly the life of the 
country. 
And it had to be done 


quickly. 
It Is not going beyond the permissi- 
ble line to->>ay that; our railroad ex- 
perts have -worked out a wonderf-ul 
system for the transportation of men 
and supplies. 
Several big seaports 
in the northwest now receive most 
of the men who in larger and larger 
units are being transported to France. 
One very-large porr. In the southwest 
is the receiving station' of most of 
the supplies sent over.^ A net-work of 
railroads, some of which 
we 
have 
double-tracked, convey these men and 
the supplies eastward and northward 
to their destinations. 
There Is never 
any. confusion of freight and passen- 
ger trains, because .they do not start 
from the same, ports, and most of th% 
time they are not even on the same 
lines. 
All through central France along 
this railroad system the Americana 
have taken over old towns and cities 
as bases for war work. 
Outside of 


the towns are great camps, with army 
bakeries, quartermasters' depots, hos- 
pitals, shops and factories. 
In one 


of these camps, near a railroad junc- 
tion. Is'a supply station which is pre- 
paring to feel a ,millio"h men at the 
front. 
At another camp I saw a* dis- 
tribution depot for medical and sur- 
gical 'supplies for the whole_army. 
At both of 
these 
camps 
railroad 
building was going on at a lively rate, 
miles and miles of spurs and switches. 
At a lovely old,town which 
was 
once 
the 
stronghold 
of medieval 
dukes, whose hoary old chateau rises 
over the place like a watch tower. I 
saw an immense factory for repairing 
locomotives and rolling stock. It was 
no flimsy wwoden -structure built for 
a few minths, but an enormous mass 
of brick and concrete such as 
we 


build in Pittsburgh and Gary. I saw 
In the woods outside, this town gangs 
of America.n foresters. 
I saw Ameri- 


can swmills. 
I saw logging trains 
manned by Americans. 
American AVorkmcn Tliero. 
I have seen American workmen 
making 
wagons, 
portable 
houses, 
tracks, locomotives. 
I have 
seen 
the mbuilding cold 
storage 
ware- 
houses and Ice-making plants. Build- 
ng them substantially, as though we 
-lad moved to Europe to stay, as in- 
deed we have until we put the war 
out of the world, together with the 
militarism that made it. • 
Ho the Germans 
know? 
Their 
leaders dr.. of couse. but I doubt very 
much if the mass of the people do. 
Working under guard in many of our 
camps in France rre pangs of Ger- 
man 
prisoners. 
Watching 
several 


hundred 'of these men. In fierce green 


I uniforms and' shapelcas boots, I asked 
the young: officer who was my-escort 
what they thought of- the American 
activities. 


"I was curious about that, too," he 
replied., "and I took pains to find out. 
Would you believe it, that u ost of the 
prisoners refuse to credit the 
fact 
that we are here at all? They say 
•Before we were taken prisoner 
our 


officers told us that we would see 
soldiers who would claim to be Amer- 
icans 
but they 
aren't. 
They 
are 
Canadians or - English. 
The Ameri- 
cans' cannot get 
over 
here. 
Our 


kaiser has said so. 


In another camp 
1C asked the same 
o.uestion. 
'What did the Germans 
litink about us. They say, I was told, 
that they didn't mind building- rail- 
roads In France. 
The kaiser would 
be glad to have them when he came. 
What will happen to the kaiser when 
the German people learn the truth? 


ORDER REGULATING USE 
OF FIREWORKS EFFECTIVE 


/BT INTEBXATIONAL NEWS] 


Madison, Wis., June «.—The indus- 
trial commission order regulating the 
use and storage of firewonks in Wis- 
consin became effective today: 
The order prohibits the storing of 
firecrackers, rockets, torpedoes, Ro- 
man candles, bombs or other fire- 
works 
pistols, 
cannons, 
explosive 
canes, blank cartridges or other sim- 
ilar appliances or displays in 
airy 
place nea.rer than 200 feet from < a 
neighboring building. 
It also specifics that no ro'ekets or 
Roman candles shall be discharged 
within 500 feet of any building and 
that no fireworks shall be fired within 
200 feet from any building. 
The or- 
der especially provides that it does 
not apply to fireworks displays made 
under the direction of town of munic- 
ipal laboratories, except that no fire 
balloon* shall be stored or used under 
uny circumstances. 
The purpose of this order Is to re- 
duce the flre and accident hazard in- 
cident to the indiscriminate use of 
fireworks on or before the Fourth of 
Julv. 
It is not intended to eliminate 
fireworks altogether, but it is thought 
that it will promote fireworks displavs 
under the direction of town and mu- 
nicipal authorities.

HUN MINISTER LAUGHS 


AT WORK OF AMERICA 


[BY ASSOCIATED PHES3.] 


New York. June 6.—American par- 


ticipation in the war, in the flg-ht 
against German submarines and in 
the ahip-bujldingr program were be- 
littled by Vice Admiral von Cape-lie, 
German minister of the navy, in his 
speech in the reichptag a few weeks 
ago,, as reported.-t>y German news- 
papers received here. 
"The military help of America in 
the first year of the war was very lit- 
tle regaring troops ana airplanes." 
declared von Capelle.' "The expicta- 
tion of our enemies has been greatly 
disappointed. 
If 
America 
later 
wants to maintain 
half -,a , million 


troops in France it •will need per- 
manently a freight space (in steam- 
shtps) of about 2,000,000 tons wlrich 
again would be depreciated from the 
service of supplying, her allies. 
"According to American and Brit- 
ish statements the participation of 
euch a large army is no longer in- 
volved in this campaign. 
"In order to carry out the. gigantic 
American program of shipping con- 
struction the shipyards must first be 
built. 
In 1917 America, following- all 


over -which such fuss has been made 
are a failure. 
"The convoy system which 
gives 
the ships a certain protection on the 
other hand has great disadvantages.
